The city hall machine may be able 
to pick up a scattering flock of dele- 
gates, but there isn’t a chance that 
there will be a contesting delegation of 
$00 in a solid city hall block that Lun- 
Gin had expected to send to Springfield 
and take over the state convention. 

Small Walloped at Home. 

Downstate reports demonstrated 
that Gov, Small had lost his own con-

ASSERTS 
SPIRITS TESTIFY 


Holds Vast Audiences Nava, 


_in First Letture. 


New York, April 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}]—Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle tonight described the sensations 
of the deathbed as he said they had 
been communicated to him from be- 
yond the Styx. 

Listening to him was a vast audi- 
ence, an audience that filled Carnegie 
hall, an audience many of whose mem.- 
bers soon will board Charon’s craft for 
the voyage which all must take. Palsied 
heads shook with emotion as the ear- 
nest words fell from the lips of a man 
who has turned from medicine and 
letters to a search for the spiritual. 

Death is not painful, but a pleasant 
process, said Sir Arthur. As death 
approaches, the soul—the etheric body 
—floats out from its earthly shell. and 
hovers above-the human clay, tethered 
only by the silver cord of which Eccle- 
siastes speaks. The only sensation is 
one of delicious languor. 


Greeted by Loving Faces. 

“The first sight that greets the eye 
is one of smiling, loving faces bend- 
ing over the deathbed,” continued Sir 
Arthur. | 
“Proof?” he asked. “I have stood 
by the side of the dying, seen hands 
turning cold in death stretch out, 
heard words of endearment fall from 
lips that soon would move no more. 
-‘ Delirium,’ say materialists. No, it 
is not delirium.” 

© 7”. asked the preacher of 
spiritualism again. “The disengag- 
ing of the etheric body can be, has 
been, photographed. I am fortunate 
enough to have such a plate.” 

Then he told of eight daughters— 
all clairvoyant—who had sat beside 
their dying mother. 

“Tt was lovely to see the etheric 
‘body disengage itself,” said. 
“There was a multiplicity of beauti- 
ful lights.” 

From Tense Silence to Applause. 

Other accounts agreeing in detail had 
been given of the passing of a soul, he 
added. 

“Is that not good evidence?” he 
asked. 

The tense silence was broken as the 
audience, obviously in sympathy with 
the doctrines of Sir Arthur, broke into 
prolonged applause. 

Throughout the lecture—the first 
which Sir Arthur has given since he 
came to America to raise funds for. 
propagation of a gospel which he said 
was the beginning of a new religion 
for the human race, though not de- 

ned to displace the old—his hearers 
followed with rapt attention the presen- 
tation of his evidence of the spirit 
world. 

Tells of His “ Conversion.” 

He described at length his conver- 
sion to spiritualism from a rank ma- 
terialist. His qualifications, he said, 
were those of a physician, trained to 
the scientific point of view, and some 
slight knowledge of detective work. 

Then he proceeded with his defense 
of the hypothesis that physical phe- 
nomena exist. Table rappings, he said, 
could be proved by such evidence as 
would carry a point in a court of law. 
Puerile signals, he said, they were, 
corresponding to the knook on a door 
here below. 

Equal proof, he said, could be 
brought forward that the spirits of 
the departed, through mediums, could 
converse with their beloved below and 


ithat these messages were the essen- 


tial things. 
“T stand but ankle deep in a vast 


ocean of psysic knowledge but even 
if I am only ankle deep I can per- 
haps bring some message to those who 
stand dryshod on the shores.” 

Some Spirits in Material Forn. 

Spirits not only can converse with 
those on earth, Sir Arthur continued, 
but they can present themselves in ma- 
terial form. He himself, he declared, 


ij had gazed on the faces of his mother, 


gon and brother, and had talked with 
them. 

The materialization, he said, was 
made possible through “ estoplasm 
a combination of matter and ether 
beaten together — which emanated 
from the bodies of mediums. 

This substance, he continued, could 
be felt, analyzed, and photographed. 
He himself had numerous photographs 
to prove its existence. He said an 
etheric body, the exact duplicate of the 
living, could be temporarily dissociat- 
ed without death. This could be done, 
he said, sometimes through the use of 
narcotics, though he added smilingly 
that he did not advise this method. 

Sees Wife While “ Unconscious.” 

He then described an experience of 
his own when, sitting in a dentist's 
chair under the influence of gas, he

Spot News of Radio World 


of the world of wireless (as dis- 
tinguished from technical writeups of 
a scientific character), The Tribune's 
column will be edited by an expert who 
is both a trained newspaper man and 
radio technician. 


Radio fans, both of the phone and 
code variety, may expect within the 
next few weeks to read of new g0V- 
ernmental regulation of the radio in- 
dustry, it was learned last night. 

That these regulations will affect the 
bands of waye lengths to be used for 
transmission of various types of mes- 
sages is certain. That they will not | 
affect the status of amateurs in the 
radio world is indicated by the trend 
of dispatches coming from the capital. 

Listen to Amateurs. 

Chiefs of the department of com- 
merce and other governmental bu- | 
reaus are said to be Jooking with most 


the recent conference of amateur and 
commercial radio experts called in 
Washington. 

These recommendations asked that 
the radio laws be amended so as to 
give the secretary of commerce real 
legal authority for the effective regu- 
lation of all wireless communication on 
the basis that it is a public utility and 
as such should be controlled by the 
federal government in the public inter- 


What Apparatus Available. 

The conference also recommended 
that steps should be taken to make | 
freely available to the public all types 
of radio appartus most effective in re- 
ducing interference. 

In addition the conference suggested 
the setting aside of certain bands of

Amateurs under this new procedure 
would be granted exclusive rights of 
operation from 150 to 200 meters

For Cities and States. _ 

From 275 meters to 285 cities and 
states would be allowed to broadcast 
matters of public interest. Amateurs 
again cut in above this point, being 
granted the wave lengths from 285 
to 31¢ for certain restricted classes 
of work. 

Private and toll broadcasting would 
be allotted wavo lengths from 310 to 
435—this allowing numerous stations 
which nightly send out programs to be 
far enough apart so that they might 
be “tuned” in or out at will on the 
majority of selective receivers. 

Aircraft and mobile radio telegraphy 
and telephony would fill the air space 
up to 750 meters, with the addition 
that between 700 meters and 750 
meters government and public broad- 


apart inland could operate. 
For Radio Compass. 

Users of the radio compass—used to 
locate ships at sea by the strength of 
their signals—aircraft telephony and 
telegraphy, radio beacons, fixed sta- 
tion radio telephony, government 
broadcasting, and transoceanic radio 


telephony would be allotted the re-} 


maining wave lengths up to 6,000, 
each class, of ceurse, being different 
ratings in the scale. 

That governmental restrictions will 
soon be put into effect as to the power 
of any radio broadcasting stations to 
be installed in cities where established 
stations already are operating is also 
rumored from the capital city.

Warning by the Judge. 

The jurors came in, Edward W. 
Brown bearing the verdict... They took 
their seats. There was nobody pres 
ent from the district attorney's office. 

Mrs. Arbuckle was crying. Arbuckle 
sat with his arm around Attorney Mil- 
ton Cohen. He showed no emotion, 
but he was breathing heavily; his fat 
frame shook with his breathing. The 
judge spoke—not loud, but at the same 
time with startling loudness, for the 
court had been hushed. “If there is 
a verdict,” he said, “ the people in the 
courtroom will withhold any demon- 
strations of pleasure or displeasure 
until court is dismissed. If there is 
any attempt at demonstration the po- 
lice have orders to pick out the offend- 
ers so they may be summoned for con- 
tempt of court,”

May Offer His Reso- 
lution Today.

GENOA, April 12.—A pact prohibit: 
ing for ten years wars in Europe, 
roughly similar to the Pacific agree 
ment, will be offered tomorrow to the 
conference by Prime Minister Lioyd 
George as a first step towards disarma- 
ment, according to reports here. The 
prime minister hopes to persuade the 
French to accept such an agreement 
in Meu of the- guarantee offered at. 
Cannes which Premier found 
inacceptable. 

Mr. Lioyd George believes that a “ no 
aggression” treaty signed by every 
one in the conference, with a penalty 
that all the others unite against the 
power invading or wantonly attacking 
another, will permit the soviets to de- 
mobilize the Red army, the little er: 
tente to reduce its military effectives, 
and eventually enable France to cut 
down the size of its army.

If the pic- 
ture meets with a favorable reception 
we will release others. We will not 
force the pictures, but will supply 
them if the public demand exists.

The soviet 
delegation is prepared to submit an 
alternate plan so far as Russia is con- 
cerned. The British are hopeful of a 
compromise and are urging M. Tchitch- 
erin to take more time to study the 
proposals. 

The allied experts recommend mak- 
ing Russia another China and have 3 
plans for extra territoriality, spheres 
of influence, concessions and foreign 
protection,

BRITISH TRADE 
GROWS RAPIDLY, 
REPORTS SHOW 


[Chieago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

LONDON, April 12.—Remarkable evi- 
dence of the improvement in British 
trade was contained in the board of 
trade figures for March made public 
today. The imports for March were 
£87,879,000 [$386,667,600], which is the 
highest figure since and almost equal 
to June, 1921, before the trade slump 
began. The exports were £64,581,000 
($274,156,400], as compared with £38,- 
152,000 [$167,868,800} last. June, while 
the reéxports were £10,000,000 [$44,000,- 
000}, as compared with £7,000,000 [$30,- 
800,009). The value of the raw ma- 
terials imported was 26 per cent over 
March of last year and the imported 
manufactured goods was 20 per cent.

Washington, D. C., April 12.—Trade 
associations throughout the country 
were asked today by Secretary Hoover 
to furnish voluntarily to the commerce 
department statistical information con- 
cerning industries, to be published by 
the government for the benefit of busi- 
ness and the public generally.

Hoover said. “ Statistica! tion 
as to productivity and national ks 
ip needed not alone by the man in a 
particular industry but by men in 
other industries and by every agency of 
the government. A study of the trend 
of production and consumption does 
not imply restraint of trade.

That clears the way for the subway plans which 
the council has under consideration.

GOMPERS, BOMBERS, AND 
THE LANDIS AWARD. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the American Fed- 

eration of Labor, is now in Chicago for the pur- 
pose, among other things, of opposing the Landis 
award, under which building construction is now 
going on with better promise than at any time in 
at least five years. He believes it to be unjust, 
he says. His advice to the unions is either to 
aceept it or to fight it tooth and nail. 

The aged labor leader overlooks several points. 
The great majority of the labor unions already 
have accepted the award. Of those which have 
not accepted, the majority are repudiating their 
own pledges. With the most important exception 
of the carpenters, the building trades unions agreed 
to arbitrate their difficulties with Judge Landis as 
the court of final decision. They accepted him 
because they recognized his well established repu- 
tation for justice and fairness, and were convinced 
by his record that he was not a reactionary or an 
enemy of labor or of the wage earner. They agreed 
to abide by his decision.

HUGHES TO LITTLE NAVY 
MEN. 


Secretary Hughes of the state department has 


written to Representative Rogers of Massachu- 


setts that he “strongly believes it would be most 
injurious to the interests of the United States not 
to maintain fully the (naval) standard of the 
treaty.” He says that the limitation agreement 


rests upon the fact that navy strengths are rela- 


tive. A fleet is stromg in its relation to another 
fieet. The Chinese navy might be a powerful one 
in relation to the Mexican and ne navy at all in 
relation to the Japanese. 

This principle was applied to stop extravagance 
in useless ship building, to reduce the provoca- 
tions of rival buildings which threaten the peace 
of nations, and to give the United States a navy 
unsurpassed by any afloat. 

The United States did not concede anything in 
_navy strength to any other nation, not even to 
the British, who have insisted heretofore upon 
naval supremacy. The Washington conference 
endeavored to lay down ythis foundation of peace 
which protected American naval strength and 
boceeded in winning the agreement of the Brit- 
h and the Japanese, who at the time were allied. 
Now the little navy men in the house of repre 
sentatives, against whose purposes Secretary 
Hughes writes, intend to destroy the relative post- 
tions of the navies as agreed to by reducing the 
personnel of the American navy so that the 
United States is inferior. 

‘The congressmen adhering to this foolish and 
dangerous policy are endeavoring to play to what 
they regard as a‘popular inclination towards 
pacifiem and retrenchment of military expendi- 
tures, and they are tryitig to do something which 
would have damned the, American representatives 
in the conference if they had submitted to it.

Predicts Strong Opposition. 
Mr. Poole predicted strong opposition 
to the plan on the part of dealers who 
deliver direct to the consumer. 

“ Under the existing distribution sys- 

tem the price has been maintained at 
too high a level,” he said. “By the 
use of waxed paper bottles the cash 
and carry groceries can afford to han- 
die milk at 11 cents a quart, make a 
profit, and yet not take away any of 
the producers’ profit.” 
According to the new arrangement, 
delivery is made to the stores by the 
Milk Producers’ Codperative Market- 
ing company. The company, which 
has a membership of 6,000, or about 
half the total number of producers sell- 
ing the Chicago market, bottles the 
milk at its central depot at 16th and 
Canal streets. 


Bottle Biggest Problem. 
Solving of the bottle problem was 
the hardest to overcome in putting the 
new system into practice, it was said. 
Customers of the groceries could not 
be depended upon to return glass bot- 
tles when emptied. The cost of glass 
bottles—approximately 6 cents each— 
therefore made the use prohibitive. 
Some one suggested using waxed 
paper bottles, which cost about 2 cents 
each, and which are thrown away 
when used once. The plan proved 
feasible.

OHNNY DUNDEE is double-dar- 
ing Bennie Leonard to give him a 
decision match for the world's 
lightweight title.

Leonard was dazed. He@fought his 
way back carefully, and knocked 
White out near the end of the battle. 

White is a peculiar problem in the 
ring.

He thinks about half as quickly 
as Leonard or Dundee. His hands are 
fast enough, when they start, but 
because of his slow thinking appa- 
ratus, White usually starts them a 
fraction of a second too late to catch 
a fast thinker like the champion. Or 
because he sees an opening, and is tdéo 
slow in realizing it, he holds back a 
gg that might be dangerous if he let 

go. 
Auto Racing a Hard Game. 

Auto racing is a hard game. In all 
other lines of sport the athlete feels 
that he’s neglecting his condition if 
he goes to bed later than 9 o'clock on 
the night before an event.

DISCARD FOR 


PARIS, April 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.J}—The French Olympic 
committee has decided to hold the 1924 
Olympic games at Colombes, a suburb 
of Paris, it was announced today. It 
will organize the games without the 
help of the Paris municipal councfi 
and stage them on the grounds of the 
Racing Club of France, which has un- 
dertaken to build a stadium. 

The Racing Club of France will begin 
work immediately on the stadium. It 
expects to have the work completed 
by October and to have the swimming 
pool and tennis courts finished by July, 
1925. 


Turns Down Paris Council. 


The Olympic cornmittee will ask for 
a subsidy of 15,000,000 francs from the 
government, which Gaston Vidal, under 
secretary of state, has promised. It 
has informed the Paris municipal coun- 
cil that it would not need the 1,000,000 
francs voted by the council last month 
and that it could not use the Pershing 
stadium at Vincennes, which had been 
announced as the place for holding the 
games. 
The selection of Pershing stadium 
had stirred much criticism of that site 
ap being unfit, and too small. The 
action toda} constitutes a break be- 
tween the Paris municipal council and 
the French Olympic body. 


Decision Pleasing Here. 
New York, April 12.—Members of 
the American Olympic committee today 
expressed satisfaction when informed 
that a new stadium was to be con- 
structed for the 1924 Olympiad. In 
common with the French committee, 
the Americans were dissatisfied with 
the design to patch up the disintegrat- 
ing Pershing stadium, with its limited 
accommodations, but, being prospec- 
tive guests, were unable to protest. 
There is an athletic field near Colom- 
bes where the triangular meet between 
the United States, France, and Sweden 
was held in 1920 in connection with 
the Antwerp Olympic. This field has 
stands seating 20,000. American offi- 
cials today said this might be the site 
selected.

Cooking Rhubarb Without Water. 


Do you know all about rhubarb cook- 
ery? I find there is always something 
new to work out or learn about it. 
Have you noticed that the addition of 
sugar before or after cooking it will 
deepen its color from one to four 
times, and have you taken advantage 
of this in making a beautiful thing?
